San Francisco . Integrity, Inc., 
which is the gay Episcopal 
Church forum, held its second 
annual convention in San 
Francisco from Thursday, 
August 5, 1976, through Sunday, 
August 8, 1976, at the Trinity 
Church located at Bush and 
Gough Streets here. 

The program schedule 
started with registration and a 


reception party held at 
1001 Pine Street on Thursday. 
The main business began on 
Friday, including panels and 
workshops. 

One of the highlights of 
the Friday sessions was the 
panel headed by Dr. Louis 
Crompton, Professor of English 
at the University of Nebraska. 
He spoke on "Gay Genocide 
From Leviticus to Hitler." 

Genocide, meaning as it 
does "the systematic . and 
deliberate use of measures 
toward the extermination of a

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racial, political or cultural 
group," was the correct word to 
describe what has been going on 
since the introduction of the 
"Holiness Code" as it was intro¬ 
duced into the Bible in 
Leviticus and which demanded 
death by stoning from sex 
offenders. 

Crompton pointed out 
that homosexuals have been 
subject to persecution for 
nearly 1,400 years. Homosexual 
men and women have stood 
under formal sentence of death 
in western society since 
Leviticus. Gay people have 
been systematically killed or 
mutilated. 

Gays have suffered under 
an unparalleled and relentless 
use of sanctified legal tradition 
which has persisted century 
after century, Crompton noted. 

One of the reasons that 
there is no History of Gays is 
the fact that gay people were 
too fearful to record the mis¬ 
deeds done to them, he went on. 
"Straight" historians have felt 
restrained from writing on the 
subject as a taboo which made 
the subject "unspeakable," 
"unmentionable" and "not fit to 
be named among Christian 
men." 

Crompton revealed that 
his research has proven that 
many homosexuals were 
actually killed under the numer¬ 
ous oppressive laws over the 
centuries, despite the belief to 
the contrary. 

He noted that the actual 
records of such executions are 
hard to find, but that is not 
because they did not take place, 
but rather because the informa¬ 
tion was suppressed. 

Mass executions occurred 
under the Nazi’s control of 
Germany. Estimates run to 
about a quarter of a million, 
said Crompton; but even these 
figures may not be accurate. 
What is known is that the Nazi 
Party did commit genocide on 
homosexuals, and the survivors 
of the Nazi terror cure not 


eligible for reparation. 

Since being homosexual 
was a crime in Germany at the 
time of the Nazis, no protection 
was offered to complainants 
who survived. Homosexuals 
were told that they were 
ineligible for compensation 
since they were technically 
"criminals." 

According to Crompton, 
the Nazi laws were not actually 
repealed until the Social Demo¬ 
cratic Party came into power in 
1968! 

Homosexuality was the 
perfect crime to prosecute, 
Crompton noted; death war¬ 
rants were, so to speak, issued 
by God. Torture could be, and 
was, freely administered to 
obtain confessions; after all, 
the victims were "unspeakable" 
and "unmentionable." Christi¬ 
anity taught this, and Hitler 
followed the principle. 

He put into practice what 
the religious were preaching for 
over a thousand years. That 
fact alone, Crompton suggests, 
dramatizes more poignantly 
than anything else the dilemma 
of the homosexual. 

Professor Laud Humphries 
had been scheduled to speak 
also, but illness prevented him 
from attending. 

Many attended to hear 
from the Integrity founder, 
Dr. Louis Crew, who spoke out 
against the "religion of 

respectability" which excluded 
homosexuals from the church. 

Ms. Barbara Git tings 
spoke on the "task force on gay 
liberation" at the banquet on 
Friday night. A popular 
speaker, Ms. Gittings is a 

member of the American 

Library Association. 

The keynote address was 
given by the Rev. Malcolm 
Boyd. He is the author of many 
books, including Are You Run¬ 
ning With Me, Jesus? 

He is an Episcopal priest 
who became concerned with 
Judaeo-Christian relations after 
the holocaust of six million

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Jews in Nazi Germany. He was 
awarded the Herzl Award of the 
American Zionist Federation in 
1975 and will be chairperson of 
the First Jerusalem Conference 
of Christians and Jews when it 
meets in Jerusalem this 
November. 

An advocate of gay rights 
and gay pride, he speaks around 
three central themes: 1. 
Acceptance of gays by God as 
persons; 2. exodus out of the 
bondage of guilt and self hate; 
and 3. covenant into 

responsible relationships. 

Using the biblical state¬ 
ment, "If I have not love, I am 
nothing," Father Boyd equated 
God with love, including homo¬ 
sexual love. 

He condemned the 
religion of respectability which 
"refuses to acknowledge" gay 
Christians and condemns gay 
persons, denying their 

humanity. 

The religion of respecta¬ 
bility equates the beauty of 
sexual love with obscenity and 
promiscuity. 

"God," he insisted, "has no 
sexual preference between 
heterosexuality and homo¬ 
sexuality." 

"We suffer from the 
moldy morality of the Middle 
Ages," he went on. 

"Mary had a vagina, and 
Jesus had a penis," he pro¬ 
claimed boldly. After which he 


went on to relate a story about 
making that same suggestion 
over the radio in Canada near 
the U.S. border. 

The reaction, he said, was 
strange; some fundamentalists 
were offended; one bishop tele¬ 
phoned him and insisted that 
Jesus did not have a penis!!! 
Penis was equated with "dirty 
word." 

Boyd noted in jest that 
there was a religious festival 
which concerned itself with the 
removal of Jesus’ foreskin, 
implying that the foreskin must 
have been cut from something! 

A good deal of printed 
material was made available at 
the convention, both for sale 
and free. One of the published 
articles distributed was a 
reprint of Fr. John McNeill’s 
opinions as they appeared in the 
National Catholic Reporter 
under the title "The Homo¬ 
sexual and the Church." 

Fr. McNeill is a Jesuit in 
the Roman Catholic Church 
who has taken the Pope to task 
for his attitude on homo¬ 
sexuality. Fr. McNeill is the 
founder of Dignity, which is the 
Catholic counterpart to 
Integrity. 

The conference was well 
attended and attracted a 
number of representatives from 
the gay media. Using one of Fr. 
McNeill's themes that religion 
started the persecution of 


homosexuals and the religions 
will have to bring it to an end, 
the conference became history.

As a Democratic club, 
members could either endorse 
Democrats or withhold endorse¬ 
ment. Not surprisingly, they 
endorsed Carter for President; 
Tunney for the U.S. Senate and 
Agnos for the Assembly. What 
was a surprise was the rejection 
of Mendelsohn. He received a 
non-endorsement by a vote of 
27 to 20. 

Since 60% support 
amounts to endorsement of a 
Democrat, the non-endorsement 
almost made it as an endorse¬ 
ment of Milton Marks, the cur¬ 
rent Republican State Senator. 

Jim Forster had not been 
present the meeting before, at 
which time the club voted to 
permit Marks to address the 
group, in support of non¬ 
endorsement; and he was under¬ 
standably upset when Marks was 
present, ready to address the 
club. His efforts to prevent 
Marks from speaking were lost 
on a group which had made up 
its mind. 

Mendelsohn spoke first 
and tried to explain why he had 
supported the death penalty and 
whether or not he had been a 
supporter of gay rights in the 
late 60's and early 70's. 

The questions put to him 
were sharp and often 
unsympathetic. 

Milton Marks defended his 
record and pointed out to the 
group that he was co-author of 


the Senate version of the con¬ 
sensual sex bill known as 
AB 489, the Willie Brown bill. 
He reminded the members that 
it was he and the then-Senator 
George Moscone who got the 
bill through the Senate. 

The meeting was well 
attended. Carol Ruth Silver 
addressed the members in sup¬ 
port of Mendelsohn as did 
Sheriff Richard Hongisto and 
Ann Daley, but the membership 
voted the other way in a secret 
ballot. 

Forster gave a lively and 
interesting report of his activi¬ 
ties and those of Jo Daley as 
delegates to the recent Demo¬ 
cratic convention in New York. 
For a bit of enlightening human 
interest, he related some 
stories of the aftermath at Fire 
Island. 

Forster gave a good deal 
of credit to Fred Furth, who 
was the original choice of the 
Alice B. Toklas Club for the 
State Senate. Furth, it was 
noted, moved mountains to aid 
the gay caucus gain recognition 
at the convention. 

Many other items were on 
the club agenda that night, 
including a report on the activi¬ 
ties of George Raya. However, 
time did not permit a number of 
the other items to be discussed. 

It should be noted, how¬ 
ever, that the questions con¬ 
cerning Raya may have become

State's office indicate that he 
has brought his records up to 
date. 

In the meantime, how¬ 
ever, Raya reportedly has gone 
to work as an "eligibility 
worker" for the local welfare 
system on a full-time basis, 
which may interfere with his 
activities as a lobbyist. The 
City Charter would prohibit an 
employee from acting as a 
lobbyist on the local level. 

Raya is slated to clarify 
his status at the next scheduled 
meeting of Toklas. 

Although the voting did 
not reveal it, there was a good 
deal of open criticism of the 
way the National Democratic 
Convention handled gay rights. 
The removal of the gay plank 
came under harsh criticism. 

Forster took a reasonable 
and rational approach, given the 
circumstances; he pointed out 
the realities of the political 
situation, but was very 
optimistic that things would be 
well taken care of on behalf of 
gay interests. 

Walter Mondale, the V.P. 
designate of the party, he 
insists, will look after the gay 
interests for Carter. 

In the aftermath of the 
Toklas rejection of Mendelsohn, 


spokespersons, who would 
rather not be quoted, at the 
C.D.C. Headquarters here were 
not too happy with the action 
taken; but, as one put it, it did 
not come as a surprise.

“Integrity” Finds All 
Not Graceful . . . 

GAY ANGLICANS FIND THE 
UNWELCOME MAT 
AT THE CATHEDRAL . . .? 

San Francisco . Martin F. Stow, 
who is a member of the Execu¬ 
tive Committee of Integrity, 
Inc., San Francisco, took 
marked exception to the atti¬ 
tude displayed toward Integrity 
by the clergy connected with 
Grace Cathedral. 

Delegates and guests 
attending the Second National 
Conference of Integrity, Inc., at 
Trinity Church in San Francisco 
from August 5-8, 1976, were 

notified by Stow of resistance 
to the conference found at 
Grace Cathedral 

The Mass to which those 
attending the conference had 
been invited was held at Grace 
Cathedral. It was to be a 
central unifying act. However, 
the Bishop, according to Stow, 
while indicating his willingness 


to attend the Mass has stated 
that homosexuals were "sad" in 
his opinion. A constant state of 
"sadness" the theory goes, 
indicated chronic depression, 
which, according to the Bishop, 
was the same as saying that 
homosexuals are "sick." 

The Dean of the 
Cathedral, according to Stow, 
actually opposed the use of "his 
edifice" for the service and for 
the conference because it will 
attract an undesirable element. 

Stow went on to point out 
that the very Celebrant for the 
Mass, Fr. Hunt, had rejected 
Integrity's request to use the 
Diocesan meeting facilities 
because he did not want to 
defend the use of the facilities 
by gay persons. 

The Choirmaster, said 
Stow, had refused to permit the 
choir to sing unless special 
funds were provided. 

Trinity Church offered its 
facilities after Grace Cathedral 
had refused to participate with 
Integrity. 

"Tolerance is what I 
expect from society; accep¬ 
tance is what I demand from 
the Church," declared Stow in a 
note of bitterness.

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oral/genital contact. These 
STD’s (sexually transmissible 
diseases) include Shigellosis, 
Salmonellosis, Typhoid Fever, 
Amebic Dysentery and 
Hepatitis A and B. Alternate 
and varied life styles, in 
addition to sexual experimenta¬ 
tion, are contributing to the 
rapid increase of these diseases. 

Shigellosis, Salmonellosis, 
Typhoid and Amebic Dysentery 
are associated with some or all 
of the varied symptoms of 
bowel disease: cramps, 

diarrhea, bloody stool and 
fever. Shigellosis or Salmonel¬ 
losis may only take hours or, at 
most, a couple of days to 
develop. Therefore, the sexual 
source and transmission of the 
infection is easily identified. 
Typhoid Fever and Amebic 
Dysentery, however, usually 
take three or more weeks to 
develop. This time lapse often 
obscures the sexual origin of 
transmission. 

Hepatitis A and B, infec¬ 
tious and serum respectively, 
can also be transmitted 
sexually. Hepatitis A is trans¬ 
mitted through fecal contami¬ 
nation, most directly by 
oral/anal sex. The Hepatitis B 
virus, in addition to being 
spread by contaminated needles 
and injections, appears in the 
semen and saliva, making sexual 
transmission likely. 

People should also 
remember that food contami¬ 
nated with the above-mentioned 
germs can spread these diseases 
in the traditional manner. 
Therefore, those who have 
acquired the diseases sexually 
can transmit them to other 
members of their household 
through unsanitary food 
handling practices. Anyone 
infected with these diseases 
should consult a physician and 
should get his or her sexual 
partner(s) checked and should 
be extremely careful to handle 
food in a sanitary manner.

TRINITY PLACE, 

formerly known as the DOMINO 
Restaurant, was formerly the 
home of daring oil paintings of 
nude ladies in every conceivable 
pose which covered the walls. 
The art work delighted the 
appetites of busy businessmen 
from the financial district who 
came not only to enjoy an 
expense account luncheon, but 
to appease their macho appe¬ 
tites for the artistic brushwork 
and fine flesh tones of the 
resident artist who you could 
see at work complete with live, 
posing model. 

Immediately close to 
Sutter's Mill, TRINITY PLACE 
currently plans to serve lunch 
and after work pick-me-ups 
until about nine p.m. Its menu 
is moderately priced, while the 
decor of the two-floor 
establishment is modest but 
elegantly chic, sporting two 
large bars and a live concert 
pianist playing on a muted con¬ 
cert grand. 

At least one thousand plus 
of San Francisco's "old line" 
guard packed both floors of the 
flower-decked rooms from 
5 p.m. till well past the planned 
time for closing. Many of the 
popular guests bore names of 
San Francisco's streets named 
after their grandfathers' 
families, while other guests 
enjoyed the same names as 
famous downtown buildings 
which have become local 
legends in the financial world. 

Noted was a popular 
young architect in a Wilkes- 
Bashford three-piece exchang¬ 
ing addresses with a noted 
young anaesthesiologist while a 
regional vice-president of a 
saving and loan association, 
smart in his Ariston sportswear, 
was recalling the last time he 
had been in that very same 
room with the late Lucius 
Beebe. 

Insurance executives 

fraternized with bank tellers, 
while stock market tycoons 
chatted with promising young 
lawyers. A familiar figure from 
City Hall chided the political 
complexion of a feminist 
leader, good naturedly. Every¬ 
one was dressed for the occa¬ 
sion, suggesting that this is just 
what San Francisco has needed 
for too long a time. A place 
where one might go wearing a 
suit and tie and not look con¬ 
spicuous. While "everyone" was 
there, it was noted that the 
self-annointed local "royalty" 
seemed not to have been on the 
guest list. Of course, there was 
the usual sprinkling of ribbon 
clerks, shoe salesmen and 
"you's" and "me's" lending a 
youthful sparkle of charm and 
attractiveness to an already 
attractive potpourri of San

San Francisco . Cecelia 

Gonzales, a 20 year old Chicana 
lesbian from Colorado is out on 
bail. She is waiting a decision 
by Governor Brown regarding 
her possible extradition back to 
Colorado State Mental Institu¬ 
tion, from which she escaped in 
May of 1976. 

Gonzales was accused of 
shooting her brother in August 
1973 when she was 17 years old. 
He was 20 at the time. 

According to Patti 
Roberts of the Women's Litiga¬ 
tion Unit of the San Francisco 
Neighborhood Legal Assistance 
Foundation, Gonzales pled not 
guilty by reason of insanity 
when she was brought to trial. 

According to Roberts, 
Gonzales did not murder her 
brother; and she is not insane. 
The shooting occurred after a 
quarrel involving Gonzales, her 
brother and her lover, a woman 
who allegedly shot the brother 
when the brother attempted to 


break into a room where the 
two women had retreated. 

Explaining that Gonzales 
believed she was a stronger 
person who could handle the 
murder charges better than her 
lover, she took the blame and 
did not deny the charges. 

The contention now is 
that Gonzales is not insane and 
has never committed murder 
and has actually never been 
convicted of any crime. 

She has been in the insane 
asylum for two and a half years 
and had spent five months in 
isolation in a Colorado jail 
before that. 

Reportedly, she has 
attempted without success to 
get her case reopened; but all 
attempts have failed. There is 
no procedure for automatic 
review of cases like this, 
according to Roberts. 

"Oppression of women by 
the mental health system is 
well-known and well-docu¬ 
mented," according to Roberts. 

"Incarcerated women are 
expected to conform to rigid, 
stereotyped role models of 
'femininity' and passivity in 
order to be deemed 'healthy' by 


the staff," Roberts noted. 

Women like Cecelia 
Gonzales, it was pointed out, 
are often singled out for more 
oppressive treatment because 
they are strong and assertive. 
She is an open lesbian, Roberts 
said, and was often put in seclu¬ 
sion, strapped down and heavily 
drugged. 

Gonzales escaped and 
came to San Francisco, found 
an apartment, got a job and 
began to establish herself in the 
local community, Roberts 
noted. 

The hospital reportedly 
was contacted and attempts 
were made to get acceptance 
for Gonzales to be free and on 
her own. Staff personnel 
responded favorably at first and 
then, according to Roberts, 
'someone' wanted Gonzales back 
in custody. 

Gonzales was arrested in 
San Francisco on the 15th of 
July. Bail was arranged for her, 
and after a few days she was 
out; but she will have to be 
returned to Colorado if the 
extradition cannot be stopped. 

There will be a hearing in 
Sacramento before Alice Lytle, 


who is the Extradition Secre¬ 
tary for the Governor. 

Gonzales' lawyers are 
Jonathan Chasan of the Net¬ 
work Against Psychiatric 
Assault (NAPA) and Patti 
Roberts of the Women's 
Litigation Unit of SFNLAF, who 
will argue her case and urge 
that she be allowed to remain 
free in San Francisco. 

The community is being 
asked to consider the plight of 
this woman, not to judge 
whether she is guilty or 
innocent, but to urge she get a 
fair hearing. 

Her attorneys note that 
she is a member of a racial 
minority, a lesbian, and the 
victim of many unusual circum¬ 
stances.

Cafefdl 'ad^hfite 
planning will help insure that an 
outing is a fun experience, 
unmarred by the unexpected. 

The first caution is to 
those who have any kind of 
medical condition that could 
cause trouble, especially heart 
disease or chronic lung or 
kidney disease. These persons 
should not be away from 
medical care for long and 
should certainly consult with 
their physician before going on 
a hiking trip. Altitude adapta¬ 
tion can pose sore problems. 
Living at or near sea level, our 
bodies are set to function most 
efficiently at low altitude. As 
we move up in altitude, we have 
to exchange a larger volume of 
thinner air to get enough 
oxygen. Take time to adjust to 
high altitude and don't over¬ 
exert yourself. 

Observe the following 
pointers for a safe and 
enjoyable hiking trip: 

1. Wear well-fitting boots 
which have been broken in - 
ankle length boots protect 
against sprain and abrasion. To 
prevent friction, the principal 
cause of blisters, wear two pair 
of socks - stop and apply 
moleskin at first sign of 
discomfort. 

2. Choose the right clothing 
for whatever out-of-doors 
you're going to be in; weather 
can change rapidly; take along 
adequate clothing and shelter 
for winds, rain and even snow. 

3. Protect your eyes from 
the sun; it's brighter than in 
hazy cities. Protect the skin 
from sunburn by keeping the 
body covered. Take along 
insect repellant. 

4. The difficulties of 
personal sanitation in the moun¬ 
tains require care about 
washing hands before preparing 
food and burying feces and 
toilet paper; camp at least 100 
feet from lakes and streams to 
avoid polluting the water. If 
you have the slightest doubt 
about water purity, boil it for 
20 minutes or treat it with 
iodine pills. 

5. Take along a first aid kit, 
matches, compass, flashlight 
and emergency food rations. 
It's best to travel with someone 
when you're in the mountains. 
Tell someone else where you're 
going and when you plan to be 
back. 
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After a downpour and a dismal looking morning, the sun 
broke through and over 25,000 people attended this year's 
street fair. The mood was mellow; the vibes good, and 
everyone seemed to have an enjoyable day. 

There were so many booths, it would be hard to describe 
them all; but it was interesting to note the many openly gay 
booths and stands in view. 

This event started three years ago, mainly as a voter 
registration day; and the city wouldn't reroute the busses. 
Also at that time the police did nothing more than harass 
people. Happy to note the attitude at City Hall has changed, 
bus traffic rerouted, amiable police doing a fine job and the 
politicians out in force soliciting votes for November's 
election. It must also be pointed out that the original concept 
has not been lost; and over 1000 citizens were registered to 
vote that day. The Castro Village Association is to be 
commended for doing a fine job this year.

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Milk Forum

It s Your Money 
They’re Spending 

During the six hours of 
the Castro Street Fair, approxi¬ 
mately 1000 people were regis¬ 
tered to vote! With postcard 
registration now in effect, it is 
now easier than ever for anyone 
to register. There is little 
reason why everyone living in 
this city, at this time, cannot 
register. All you have to do is: 
1. Call City Hall, the Office of 
the Registrar, and ask them to 
send you a postcard form; 2. 
When the form arrives, fill it 
out and mail it back. Then you 
have the right to vote. Why? 

If the gay community is 
ever to get the laws and general 
attitudes changed, it will come 
only through the power at the 
voting booth. The black com¬ 
munity learned this a long time 
ago; and witness the Demo¬ 
cratic National Convention in 
New York to see the clout that 
the black vote has gained. 
There is no reason why the gay 
community should not have 
equal clout. All we have to do 
is register the community and 
then get out and vote. In a 
close election, the gay vote will 


count. Then clout gets laws 
changed. Then clout gets our 
fair share of the pie. 

The Democratic National 
Party is about ready to start a 
national voting registration 
drive. The gay community in 
every state should take part of 
this drive and let the powers 
that be know about it. We have 
already done so here in San 
Francisco. The Castro Street 
Fair is a kick-off for our local 
drive. There will be some of 
our so-called "gay leaders" who 
may differ about that point. 

Let me set that record 
straight. Three years ago, my 
partner, Scott Smith, and I 
decided to put on a fair on 
Castro Street. I wanted to do 
this to help promote the area 
and to show the city the poten¬ 
tial power that the gay com¬ 
munity has. In order to do so, I 
knew that we needed two 
things: 1. a great crowd (We 
got that - some 25,000 this 
year!); and, 2. to register as 
many people as we could on 
that one day. 

The first year we regis¬ 
tered only about 200-300 
people. Last year about 750 
were registered on that day. 
This year the result was just 
over the thousand mark. I know 


that the gay community has a 
general low registration per¬ 
centage. I know that that must 
change. That is why we devote 
much time and energy towards 
the drive. During the recent 
primary election period, we 
registered some 2,350 people 
out of our store. We hope to do 
better - much better this year. 
The more that we register, the 
more clout the gay community 
has. The more clout that we 
get, the easier the laws are 
changed. The faster the laws 
change, the fairer share of the 
pie we get. Small example: we 
never have received any funds 
from the city for the Gay Day 
parade, even though it is the 
largest in the city. That must 
change and change this coming 
year. It can happen when the 
powers that be know that we 
are ready to vote for our fair 
share. And that is only a very, 
very small example. 

If you believe in the gay 
movement, then you must do 
more than just talk about it. 
You must make sure that all 
your friends are also registered 
and that they do vote. Without 
that, as the bottom line, gay 
rights will forever be something 
sought after. 

Thus, I urge as many 
people as possible to join the 
drive for voter registration. 
There is still somewhat over a 
month left. You can register at 
City Hall, or drop into our shop 


Castro Camera - at 
575 Castro Street. All three of 
us who work there are 
registrars, and it only takes 
about ZVi minutes to fill out the 
form. If you cannot get to 
either place, then call City Hall 
and ask for a postcard form find 
make sure you get it. 
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Who Can Register? 

Now the "who can regis¬ 
ter." 

A. If you live in the state of 
California right now, you can 
vote. Anyone who moves into 
the state up until October 2 can 
register. If someone you know - 
lover or trick or friend - moves 
into our city or any other place 
in the state at any time up until 
October 2, then they can 
register. 

B. If you are 18 years old or 
over or will be by election day, 
November 3, you can register 
now. 

C. If you have moved since 
you last voted or were regis¬ 
tered, you must re-register. 

D. And finally, if you did not 
vote in the general election for 
governor two years ago, you 
must re-register. 

Why should you register 
and vote? It's your tax money 
that the government is spend¬ 
ing. It is your life that they are 
regulating. If you like the way 


things are, then register and 
vote to keep them in office. If 
you don't like the way things 
are, then register and throw 
them out of office. A few 
minutes of your time can help 
greatly put the gay movement 
that much forward. Thanks.

WHAT IS "PRIDE" DOING? 

Few gay people know 
what gay organizations are 
doing. We read bits and pieces 
about them all, but we obvi¬ 
ously need a professionally run 
24-hour gay switchboard to 
keep tab on everything. The 
days of the very expansive gay 
group that attempted to do 
everything for everyone is 
diminishing. Today, the trend is 
toward specialization, so we 
have Plus-40, alcoholic rehabili¬ 
tation, counseling, rap groups, 
social and show-biz groups, 
religious organizations and 
political clubs - to only name a 
few categories - gay-run and 
providing a variety of needs and 
services. In this issue, let us 
take a look at a somewhat 
obscure gay group - The Pride 
Foundation. 

One of the reasons that 
? ew people know anything about 
5 ride is that it is like no other 
jay group. Its officials are so 
msy that they haven't taken 
:ime to tell us what they cure 
loing. 

Pride was founded three 
rears ago by Larry Littlejohn, 
ormer S.I.R. president. The 
rurrent and effective president 
s Paul Hardman. It functions 
nuch like the American Civil 
liberties Union - taking cases 
ind causes (involving gay 
iberation) that it believes can 
lirectly make change. The 
hride "membership" contributes 
noney to help keep the organi- 
:ation going, but it does not 
eceive magazines in the mail 
>r socialize at picnics or 
>arties. Pride spends all of its 
ncome on such things as paying 
egal fees, having legal briefs 
>rinted and clerical expenses, 
t has a downtown office that is 


rent-free but operates with a 
telephone exchange number, 
having no paid staff. 

Pride has a few members 
who contribute money and a 
Board of Directors which meets 
every two months. In an 
informal and continuing 
manner, those involved "at the 
top" do amazing things with few 
resources. 

With a few dedicated 
people, the group has made 
amazing progress in its short 
existence. It filed the original 
charge of hiring discrimination 
against the Pacific Telephone 
Company which has resulted, 
after a 3-year fight, in the 
city's Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion director determining that 
PTT does discriminate against 
gay people. Pride also initiated 
the hearing before the State 
Fair Employment Practices 
Commission which called for 
the FEPC to include sexual 
discrimination against gay 
people in its complaint 
procedure. The group also has 
been in constant contact with 
newspapers and television 
stations - protesting slanted 
news or program content that 
treats gay people in a negative 
manner. This included an 
extensive two year study of S.F. 
Chronicle columnist Herb 
Caen's consistent anti¬ 
homosexual commentaries and a 
protest to that newspaper's 
publisher. 

The small but effective 
Pride Foundation has protested 
the secret nature of the human 
relations "guidelines" of the 
Police Department - resulting 
in those "guidelines" being made 
public. It also moved an action 
with the BART Rapid Transit 
which resulted in its adoption of 
a non-discrimination policy in 
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regard to hiring openly gay 
people. It testified before the 
California State Insurance 
Commissioner - resulting in a 
new state policy of requiring 
non-discrimination against gay 
people in issuing insurance. 
Pride authorized a $1,000 sum 
to assist a legal action to over¬ 
throw California’s vague "lewd 
conduct" and "sexual solicita¬ 
tion" statutes, and protested 
the awarding of the Brother¬ 
hood Award to the President of 
Pacific Telephone by a religious 
group. 

The organization is fully 
non-political and holds a federal 
tax-exemption, which it won 
after a legal hassle in 
Washington. Although Pride 
was unable to take a stand on 
the fundamentalist churches 
lobbying against consensual sex 
legislation, it did file legal 
briefs with the Fair Political 
Practices Commission. This 
resulted in the commission’s 
new policy - that churches who 
lobby for proposed sexual legis¬ 
lation must register as lobby¬ 
ists. If the churches register as 
lobbyists, it could bring into 
question their federal tax- 
exempt status. This is a serious 
blow to the future of such 
fundamentalist groups as The 
Coalition of Christian Citizens 
and The Family Lobby. 

There are a number of 
individual actions that Pride 
performs, incidental to it’s 
major actions - such as' its 
recent financial and legal 
assistance in a case involving a 
male who was refused an apart¬ 
ment rental on the basis that he 
was "queer" . . . Pride officials 
testified before the State 
judicial panel which considered 
the appointment of John 
Vukasin to become an Associate 
Justice of the Court of Appeals. 
Vukasin had let it be known that 
he thought homosexuals were 
"undesirables." He was not 
appointed . . . Pride's on-going 
Coalition to Defend Gays in the 
Military has assisted those up¬ 
front gay people who wish to 
stay in the armed forces. 

Pride has no auditorium, 
no dances, no monthly member¬ 
ship meetings, no monthly 
publications and no rent to pay. 
It directs all of its income to 
such matters as paying a tele¬ 
phone exchange fee, paying 
legal filing fees for its court 
actions, and necessary clerical 
expenses. Like all groups, it 
would like to help more people 
and financially aid the legal 
actions of others. This would 
take more money. Hopefully, 
Pride officials will also take 
time out from their busy 
schedules to do the thing they 
like to do least - take time to 
raise money. The Pride address 
is Box 1983, San Francisco, Ca.

put his foot in his mouth right 
up to the thigh and yet still 
have you believing he's right. 

Take a.d.b. #4 for 
example, in which he defends 
Oliver Sipple to the hilt. Now 
if you were to read that article 
not knowing anything at all 
about Sipple, Tm sure you would 
be convinced that he was a Joe 
Average sort of guy, never 
clamored for the spotlight in 
the bar-chic; he was thrown 
into a spotlight he didn't want 
when he sorta kinda saved Jerry 
Ford's life, that he had every 
right to sue who he's suing right 
now, and that Mark Joplin is a 
despicable little bastard for 
daring to poke fun at a National 
Hero. 

Which, by the way, is how 
I got dragged into this, gang. 

Now, those faithful out 
there who have been regular 
readers of this column already 
know that I personally place 
Oliver Sipple on a level with 
mosquitos, poison oak and Spiro 
Agnew—in short, things we'd be 
better off without. I have 
maintained that closet cases 
are the most powerful threat to 
the future of Gay Liberation, 
and that "revolving door" cases 
such as Sipple are the worst of 
the lot. Because there's more 
money in it for him—about $15 
million to be precise—he's 
willing to see his Gay friends 
and the entire community get 
flushed down the public opinion 
toilet. Oliver Sipple is an 
opportunist of the crassest 
order. 

Here's why (and since you 
couldn't get your facts straight 
in your article, Mr. "Scot"—par¬ 
ticularly when you made 
reference to my column, but I'll 
get to that later—you'd better 
pay attention): 

Oliver Sipple (also known 
as Bill Sipple) was a well-known 
figure in the Tenderloin, behind 
the bar. Even though he col¬ 
lects 100% disability from his 
prior service in the Marines, he 
has worked in at least four bars 
the Tenderloin. Tenderloin 
Tessie wrote about him con¬ 
stantly in the pages of the now 
defunct Male Express. During 
the last campaign for 
"emperor," Sipple worked 
extremely hard for Mike 
Caringi and eventually spon¬ 
sored a campaign party at the 
527 Club on the 21st of August, 
1975. A full-page ad in Data- 
Boy announced the event, and 
the phrase "BILL SIPPLE 
PRESENTS" held a prominent 
place on it. (H. L. Perry later 
remarked in his column of 
8/27/75, "He never let you 
forget it.") Harvey Milk showed 
up for the event, and presented 
Sipple with some photo blow¬ 
ups from ten years ago. 

After Caringi became 
"emperor," Sipple was appointed 
a member of the Diamond Fox 


"court." This fact came to the 
public light via a front-page 
story that appeared in the 
Sentinel the week after the 
Ford incident. 

Hardly what you'd call 
"running from the glare of 
attention that he never wanted 
in the first place," is it, Mr. 
"Scot.?" 

And there are no "rumors 
abound(ing) as to just who 
leaked the information to the 
straight press." It is common 
knowledge that the salient fact 
came to light via a conversation 
between Harvey Milk and Herb 
Caen, in which Harvey made a 
casual remark about his long 
friendship with Sipple. Herb 
printed it, other papers read it, 
the rest is etc. 

But. . . nowhere in that 
blurb by Caen did he say that 
Sipple was homosexual—I've got 
the column on file; you can 
have a copy of it if you don't 
believe me—and nowhere in any 
of the "offending'^ papers I've 
read (I'll cop to the fact that I 
haven't read them all, but I 
have read more than half of 
them) does anyone say, flat-out, 
that Sipple was homosexual. 

So where is this poor, per¬ 
secuted, tormented man you 
write about, Mr. "Scot?" Who¬ 
ever he is, he clearly isn't 
Oliver Sipple, a public figure in 
the Gay community who wants 
to go back into his closet 
because it's more profitable for 
him to do so, and a blight upon 
Gay Liberation who deserved 
far worse them the ribbing I 
gave him ("Sue the Bastards!" 
B.A.R. 10/16/75) and being 
designated as "Zero of the 
Year" (Bizarro Awards, B.A.R. 
1/2/76). He deserves the 
outright contempt of every 
thinking Gay Liberationist in 
the nation for the cheapjack 
stunt he and JohnWahl are try¬ 
ing to flummox the courts with. 

No mea culpa necessary, 
Donald. Welcome to our side.

A “BORN AGAIN” CHRISTIAN . . 

Many thought the 
religious issue in American 
politics was pretty well laid to 
rest back in I960 with the 
election of John Kennedy, a 
Catholic, to the highest office 
in the land. Not so; due mostly 
to his own making, the religious 
beliefs of Jimmy Carter 
threaten to become an issue, 
though maybe not a major one, 
in the coming Presidential elec¬ 
tion. Carter seems obsessed by 
religion, which doesn't" make 
him a bad guy; however, the 
national interest in the 
Southern Baptist religion has 
come about chiefly because the 
candidate himself can't shut up 
about the fact that he has 
become, by his own description, 
a "born again" Christian. 

What do Southern Baptists 
believe in? Could Carter's 
membership possibly influence 
his performance as President if 
he is elected? The real name of 
Carter's religion is the Southern 
Baptist Convention; and, 
although it is thought of as 
mainly a Southern religion, they 
now have over 12 million mem¬ 
bers - some in parts of the 
country other than the South. 
Like Carter, most Southern 
Baptists describe themselves as 
"born again" Christians who 
experienced an emotioned turn¬ 
ing point into a "new life" when 
they committed themselves to 
Christ. They consider them¬ 
selves as very strict bible- 
believers (and Carter says 
homosexuality is contrary to 
the teachings of the Bible) with 
an urgent duty to "spread the 
faith," as in the world-wide 
crusades of Southern Baptist 
evangelist Billy Graham, whose 
conversion began at a "fire and 
brimstone" revived at the age of 
17. 

Compared with "mainline" 
groups such as Methodists and 
Presbyterians, Southern 

Baptists put less emphasis on 
complex theologies and more on 
the personal relationship 
between the individual and God,

a concept that is known as the 
"priesthood of the believer." 
Basically, it means that God is 
revealed directly to believers 
through the Holy Spirit and 
Scripture. No priests are 
needed to intercede with God or 
to hand down definitive inter¬ 
pretations of the Bible. State¬ 
ments of faith are issued by 
Southern Baptist groups from 
time to time. There also have 
been frequent condemnations of 
gambling, smoking, alcohol, 
extramarital sex, dancing and 
sometimes such sinful pleasures 
as attending the neighborhood 
movie. But Church leaders note 
that none of these are con¬ 
sidered to be binding interpre¬ 
tations of God's will and can be 
changed when the church feels 
it wants to do so by a majority 
of the votes of members of a 
church "convention." All that is 
required for salvation, accord¬ 
ing to a statement adopted by 
the Southern Baptist Conven¬ 
tion's annual meeting in 1963, is 
sincerely to "accept Jesus 


Christ as Lord and Savior." 
With that, the Southern Baptists 
believe the follower is "reborn" 
into a state of grace that 
unerringly leads to a redemp¬ 
tion despite periods of sin and 
backsliding. Out of some 12 
million members, there is some 
concern that the Southern 
Baptists have only about 55,000 
black members and 20 women 
ministers, none of them pastors. 
But any national moves to 
increase those totals would 
have little effect because local 
congregations have sole author¬ 
ity to vote on ordaining 
ministers and accepting mem¬ 
bers. Southern Baptist leaders 
deny the charge of some 
liberals that their denomination 
is a stronghold of bigotry. 
Some members, in fact many, 
believe in faith healing and 
prophesying in "unknown 
tongues." In some cases, 
though, the Southern Baptist 
religion discourages such 
tactics as faith healing - for 
instance, Carter's sister, Ruth 
Carter Stapleton, was quietly 
replaced as a Sunday School 
teacher in Fayetteville, N. C., a 
few years ago after she joined a 


"charismatic" group and started 
teaching its beliefs to her class. 
Mrs. Stapleton remains a mem¬ 
ber of the church and travels 
widely practicing a kind of 
psychological faith-therapy she 
calls "inner healing." 

Presidential nominee 

Carter was born and raised in 
the Southern Baptist faith, but 
the religious awakening that he 
says changed his life took place 
10 years ago, following an 
unsuccessful campaign for the 
Governorship of Georgia. 
Struck by a home-town sermon 
on Christian obligations, Carter 
tallied up the number of people 
he had "witnessed" to about his 
faith and the number of voters 
he had contacted in the 1966 
campaign. Result: "the com¬ 
parison struck me - 300,000 
visits for myself in three 
months, and 140 visits for God 
in 14 years ... I realized that 
during the more than 30 years 
of my church membership, 
there had probably not been one 
hour of commitment to God 
with no strings attached." 
After discussing these realiza¬ 
tions with his sister, the "inner 
healer" Ruth Stapleton, Carter 
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says he experienced a "presence 
of the Holy Spirit in my life in a 
more profound and personal 
way," adding "since then I’ve 
had an inner peace and inner 
conviction and assurance that 
transformed my life for the 
better." It was at this time 
that Carter feels he was, in 
fact, "born again" - hence his 
self-description of being a "born 
again" Christian. As a result, 
Carter says he began to expand 
his personal service in the 
Church. Today, Carter serves 
on the Southern Baptist 
Brotherhood Commission, which 
co-ordinates evangelizing and 
fellowship programs for a half¬ 
million male members in local 
churches across the nation. In 
addition to regular church 
attendance, he goes to Sunday 
School whenever he is in Plains 
and teaches a class occasion¬ 
ally. Carter claims he reads at 
least one Bible chapter a day. 
Even while campaigning, he 
says, he prays often during the 
day; during his single term as 
Governor of Georgia, he had a 
private room set aside next to 
his office to pray over deci¬ 
sions. While Governor of 
Georgia, Carter and his wife 
ruled out the use of liquor in 
the Governor’s Mansion; how- 
ever, while Governor, he once 



attacked Baptist supported 
liquor laws as "hypocritical" and 
ended the daily religious 
services held by his prede¬ 
cessor, Lester Maddox. It is 
difficult to determine just how 
strict a Southern Baptist Jimmy 
Carter is - there is no doubt 
that he and his sister Ruth are 
the most strict followers - and 
some of Carter’s practices 
might seem unusual, to say the 
least, to those unfamiliar with 
his religion. Carter himself 
described a footwashing cere¬ 
mony (a practice of washing the 
feet of other believers) that he 
once participated in at a 
primitive Baptist sect church as 
"one of the most moving 
experiences" he has had in the 
church. Not my idea of a thrill; 
but, hell, I’m not Jimmy Carter 
either. 

Carter seems to have the 
need to be believed - almost 
obsessed with that need, he 
constantly tells his audiences 
that he "will never lie to them" 
(show me a politician who says 
he will never tell a lie, and I 
will show you a liar) - he con¬ 
stantly asks his listeners to 
"believe me and trust me" (but 
then Nixon asked us the same 
thing) - his is an interesting 
case - he obviously needs his 
religion and is obviously sincere 
in his belief of it - his problem 
seems to be that he cannot shut 
up about his religion. Maybe 
this is the time for a deeply 
religious man in the White 
House - maybe not. Carter 
contends that his faith gives 
him an "inner assurance," 
honesty and compassion that 
are badly needed in the White 
House. His critics worry, how¬ 
ever, if his outspokenness on 
religion can be tempered in the 
Presidency by the Baptist com¬ 
mitment to separation of 
church and state. No matter 
how the voters finally resolve 
the religious issues, Carter has 


told reporters "I've never asked 
God to make me President of 
the United States, I pray only 
that he will help me to do the 
right thing."

The theory of the present 
law can be traced back to the 
Jewish "Holiness Code" found in 
Leviticus in the Old Testament 
and written about 550 B.C. 

That code recommended death 
by stoning for sex offenders. 

As the Roman emperors 
became Christians, their edicts 
against homosexuals became 
especially cruel. Emperor 
Constans condemned homo¬ 
sexuals to "exquisite punish¬ 
ment" in his code. 

Jumping ahead through 
the year 1270, the so-called 
Saint Louis, King of France, 
legislated against "bouguerie" 
and related it to heresy.

Sexual Assault or Attacks . 
Section 9302 of the proposed 
code deals with evidence used 
in the prosecution of cases 
involving sexual assault or 
sexual attack. As now written, 
the word "female" is used 
rather than the word "person." 
This creates a form of reverse 
sexism and presumes that only 
females are sexually attacked 
or assaulted. 

That section also prohibits 
a jury from being instructed 
that it may be inferred that a 
"female" who has previously 
consented to sexual intercourse 
with a person other than the 
defendant would more likely 
consent to sexual intercourse 
again. It is suggested that the 
word "female" here also be 
changed to read "person" to 
protect men also. 

Younger men are often 
attacked sexually by dominant 
heterosexual males while being 
detained in jail, especially 
during the short holding period 
right after a person is arrested 
and not yet charged or con¬ 
victed. 

The law ought to protect 
those persons. 

Although the evidence is 
not yet sufficient to draw a 
firm conclusion; nevertheless, 
information recently reviewed 
by a special study group work¬ 
ing on a violence prevention 
program established by Sheriff 
Richard Hongisto of San 
Francisco suggests that there 
may be a correlation between 
jailhouse sexual assault and sub¬ 
sequent sex crimes by the 
victim of the attack. The 
young male who is sexually 
attacked while in jail by an 
aggressive heterosexual male 
may well become the perpe¬ 
trator of violent sex murders 
later in life, where the victim is 
a homosexual! 

Solicitation . Section 9307 
deals with solicitation. It was 
suggested to the committee 
that they look back to the 
origin of laws dealing with 
solicitation and remember that 
they go back to the old common 
law concept of avoiding a 
"breach of the peace." 

Realizing this, it may be 
important to remember that 
common law has as its major 
premise the concept of 
reasonableness and fair play. 
There was more to creating a 
"breach of the peace" than a 
mere asking, by word or 
gesture. To solicit, there had 
to be the element of 
persistence. 

It would seem reasonable 
indeed to require the element 
of "persistent importuning" to 
perfect the offense of solicit¬ 
ing, especially where adults are 
concerned. Anyone can say no! 

Furthermore, police, 

public servants or others 
cooperating with a public 


servant ought not to be among 
those persons entitled to be 
shocked or offended by sexual 
conduct not involving force or 
violence. Complainants must 
be other than public servants or 
their agents; and there must be 
at least two complainants who 
have a right to be offended or 
shocked, and then only when the 
offender knowlingly shocked or 
offended. 

Special attention was 
recommended to consider the 
conduct of public servants, like 

the police and their agents, who 
loiter about public places 
"detecting" offensive behavior. 
Surely, the police may be 
expected to be sufficiently 
skilled in human behavior to 
such a degree that they could 
be expected to anticipate 
offensive behavior before there 
is a breach of the peace in time 
to deter and prevent an offense 
rather than act as the inspira¬ 
tion for its enactment. 

Sex With A Minor . 
Section 9403 establishes age 18 
as the age of consent. Here the 
legislators were cautioned not 
to confuse legal fiction with 
reality. A person does not 
suddenly become sexually 
active at 18 merely because 
that is the age set by law. 

During World War II many 
of the soldiers and sailors, etc., 
were barely 17 years of age 
when they went off to fight and 
died for this country. Surely no 
one is so naive as to believe 
that they were not sexually 
active before they joined the 
military, and they were not 
celibate after joining either. 

Consider, also, the plight 
of the 18 year old who has a 16 
year old beloved; would you 
make their love a crime? 

Age 18 as the age of 
consent is just too unrealistic 
and not consistent with life or 
reality, or the legal trends in 
other jurisdictions. The func¬ 
tion of legislation is to 
engender social good and not to 
invent new categories of 
criminality. 

Registration of Sex 
Offenders . Section 510 would 
continue the registration laws. 
Under this law, released 
"felons" would have to register 
whenever they moved from 
county to county. 

Registration would be 
required even if the law under 
which the person was originally 
charged is no longer on the 
books and no longer an offense. 

Whatever social good may 
be derived from the registration 
of persons who have committed 
crimes of violence, there can be 
no social good served to brand a 
person for life by requiring 
registration. 

Such registration is no 
better than the "scarlet letter" 
law found in Salem during the 
days of the witch hunts. It is 

















































wrong; it is cruel; it is unjust. 
It also burdens the law enforce¬ 
ment system by imposing a 
costly record keeping system 
and by diluting available 
resources under a mountain of 
needless information. 

Money Damages for 
Criminal Activity . Section 
122.5 provides an interesting 
concept to deter crimes of 
greed. It provides triple 
damages for being the receiver 
of stolen goods. The suggestion 
was made that the same 
principle ought to be applied 
wherever crimes of greed are 
involved - like forgery, theft, 
embezzlement and other while 
collar commercial crimes. 
Indeed, it might be better for 
all if the legislature directed 
public servants to direct their 
attention more to crimes of 
greed and violence and simply 
get out of the morality 
business.

_THE CRYSTALS_ 

Beginning on January 31, 
1962, with the release of the 
Crystals' "There's No Other 
(Like My Baby)" on his Phillies 
label, Phil Spector spent three 
hit-packed years as a mainstay 
in the development of pop 
culture. Now a dozen years 
after the last Crystals/Spector 
45, "He Hit Me (And It Felt 
Like A Kiss)" was recorded, 
Poly dor is marketing an 
imported LP of 16 original 
Crystals tunes, highlighting all 
their hits like "He's A Rebel," 
"Uptown," "There's No Other 
(Like My Baby)," "Then He 
Kissed Me," "Da Doo Ron Ron," 
"Mashed Potato Time" and some 
of their best obscure pieces 
including the heretofore unre¬ 
leased last song, "He Hit Me." 

Needless to say, the 
album is a collector's item. Far 
outweighing its not inconsider¬ 
able nostalgic value is the 
album's testament to the evolu¬ 
tion of rock 'n' roll. Without 
Spector's pioneering production 
work, rock may well have 
developed in entirely different 


directions. Without the 

Crystals, there would be no 
Patti Smith, no Ramones, no 
Alice Cooper. Where did the 
Rolling Stones get "Under My 
Thumb?" Where did the Cult 
get "Dominance and Sub¬ 
mission?" Where does the Who's 
"Cousin Kevin" come from? 
The whole genre of heavy rock 
deeding with the sadism in 
Western civilization comes as a 
direct reaction to the Crystals' 
anti-liberated, masochistic 

musical bent.

Is it any wonder that the 
great film-maker, Kenneth 
Anger, chose many of the 
Crystals' tunes for his celluloid 
masterpieces celebrating the 
total glorification of the Male?

BLUE OYSTER CULT 

The Cult, for years the 
ultimate heavy metal band, 
darling of the leather-jacket- 
and-chains-bikers, has come up 
with the musical masterpiece of 
the 70's. No album stands up to 
AGENTS OF FORTUNE. 
Previous Cult albums were 
relatively narrow in scope 
compared to the universal 
approach to musical idiom on 
the new LP. ON YOUR FEET 
OR ON YOUR KNEES and 
TYRANNY AND MUTATION 
were great albums, but 
AGENTS has the capacity to 
e'ngulf the world in its intri¬ 
cately woven musical web. 

Opening with a typical 
negative teenage fascist 
anthem "This Ain't The Summer 
of Love," the Cult surges right 


into a heavy metal signature, 
counterposing exquisite com¬ 
plex musical patterns against a 
pessimistic, lyrically threaten¬ 
ing vocal barrage. The second 
cut, Alan Lanier's vocal debut, 
is what the Stones should sound 
like now. It is followed by the 
B.O.C.'s first single hit, "(Don't 
Fear) The Reaper," written and 
sung by the world's foremost 
rock guitarist, Buck Dharma. 
"Reaper," which is the first 
Cult song to get heavy play in 
S.F. bars, is as melodic and . . . 
m.o.r. as any thing in Top Ten 
radio—where it will no doubt 
soon be—and, yet, is still 
uncompromisingly masterful 
rock 'n' roll. The Byrds never 
quite pulled something like this 
off, although "Eight Miles High" 
was an early prelude to 
"Reaper." The next song, 
"E.T.I." (Extra Terrestrial 

Intelligence) takes the Cult

(These are 
the people who have been back¬ 
ing up people like Aretha, 
Wilson Pickett and Johnnie 
Taylor; they know the 
material.) 

Chinga Chavin’s 
Country Porn 

COUNTRY PORN 

The first time I saw 
Country Porn was at a Sunday 
afternoon concert at the 
Rainbow Cattle Company. 
Their filthy, hysterically 
satirical tunes kept the packed 
Cattle Company rockin' for 
hours. This week Country Porn 
put out their first album. Too 
obscene for any record com¬ 
pany, they had to start their 
own label to put out the record. 
The music is country rock, but 
the magnitude of the material 
transcends genre and idiom. 

Produced by outlaw- 
producer Michael Brovsky in 
Nashville's Quadrophonic 

Studios, the album employs the 
cream of Tennessee session 
musicians — Ken Butrey on 
drums, Norbert Putnam on bass, 
keyboard player Bobby Emmons, 
Presley/Kristofferson guitarist 
Chip Young, Bobby "Mr. 
Acoustic Guitar" Thompson; and 
after an outraged, grossed-out 
Weldon Myrick stormed out of 
the studio when he saw the 
material and noticed Gina 
Fornelli passing out coke in a 
nun's habit, the concert-master 
of the pedal steel guitar, 
Deputy Sheriff Curly Chalker. 
(The 65 year old Chalker didn't 
give a hoot about Myrick's 
objections. "I said everything 
that can be said; I fucked 
everything that can be fucked. 
So nothing you can do can 
offend me.") 

The result of the teaming 
up of Chavin's demented genius 
with the most talented, lively 
musicians in country music and 
a producer with the flare and 
brilliance of Brovsky has left us 
with an album the likes of 
which has never been heard 
before. Says Chavin, "I don't 
know any good singer/ 
songwriter who's also a 
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comedian at the same time. 
And that's my bag.” Formerly a 
bartender in a Juarez whore¬ 
house, Chavin sees himself as a 
singing X-rated Will Rogers. 

Musically, this record is 
absolutely incredible. I mean, 
you've got a totally absurd song 
like "Dry Humping in the Back 
of a '55 Ford” and cushioning 
the outrageously filthy lyrics 
are two Chip Young guitar 
breaks that are two of the best 
guitar breaks in the history of 
Nashville. It's the same all 
through the album. Ole Curley 
is playin' that pedal steel solo 
that sounds like a five piece 
jazz ensemble. (The song could 
be a Country Porn disco hit, 
along with ”4 AM Jump," which 
might start a whole new dance 
craze to supplant the Hustle: 
"Jump, suck, lick, fuck/hump all 
night.") 

The album starts with an 
autobiographical mariachi tune 
called "Talkin' Matamoros First 
Piece O' Ass Blues" about a 
gringo goin' down south of the 
border to get introduced to the 
charms of the gentle sex ("Psst, 
hey meester/How'd you like to 
fuck my seester—/She's a virgin 
and she looks like a movie 
star.") The cut is fresh, clear 
and tight. Chavin follows that 
song with the song that would 
be a big hit — if they played 
dirty records on the radio — 
"Asshole From El Paso," a 
hilarious take-off of Merle 
Haggard's right wing, all- 
American "Okie From 
Muskogee." This has got to be 
one of the best satirical songs 
in the history of pop music. 
("We don't wipe our asses on Old 
Glory,/God and Lone Star Beer 
is all we trust,/We keep our 
women virgins till they're 
married,/So fuckin' sheep is 
good enough for us./I’m proud to 
be an asshole from El Paso.") 
The song is great, conceptually, 
and the way it's executed -- 
straightforward progressive- 
Nashville —knocks you out with 
incongruity. The rest of side 
one keeps up the momentum. 
"Cum Stains On The Pillow 
(Where Your Head Used To 
Be)," a story that caused visit¬ 
ing Guy Clark — who takes to 
bein' a romantic cowboy 
seriously — to pack up his sweet 
wife sind walk out of the studio; 
"Head Boogie" and "Sit, Sit, Sit 
(Sit On My Face)," an early Phil 
Spector-type doo-wop-wop 

parody, round out the side. Side 
2 is just as good, ending in a 
flourish with "Cum Unto Jesus," 
Country Porn's gospel tune in 
the Anal Roberts tradition. 

Unfortunately, this album 
won't be played on many radio 
stations, nor carried in your 
local neighborhood record store 
(nor will it be reviewed much). 
Actually KTIM is spot-lighting 
"Dry Humping" already, but 
Chinga is a local Marin boy. 
The only way to get the album 


($7.98) is from C. P. Products, 
P. O. Box 548, F.D.R. Station, 
New York City, N. Y. 10022. 
It's worth it.

Flea Bites 


Fleas are small insects 
which feed on animal or human 
blood, without which they can 
neither breed nor survive. 
Though some species are 
capable of transmitting disease, 
the principal cause for com¬ 
plaint in the Bay Area results 
from the painful itching caused 
by flea bites, occurring more 
frequently during the summer 
and fall months. Most of the 
complaints are due to the cat 
and dog flea, and, to a less 
extent, the human flea. 

A concentration of bites 
on the lower part of the legs 
usually indicates the presence 
of fleas from a pet cat or dog in 
the home, and the infestation 
can be traced to the area of the 
house where the animal spends 
most of its time. Where there 
is no household pet, a sudden 
appearance of fleas may be due 
to a stray animal which had its 
litter under the house, in the 
basement or some similar place; 
and upon departure, its fleas 
are left behind to bite man. 
The bites of the human flea are 
characteristically distributed

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over the entire body rather than 
just on the legs. Moreover, 
these fleas are more apt to be 
found in the bed or bedroom 
than in other parts of the house, 
and examination will frequently 
reveal the tell-tale "flea-spots" 
on the bedding. 

The best way to prevent 
flea infestation in the home is 
to stop it at its source. Any pet 
shop can supply an insecticide 
dust which will be effective in 
killing fleas when applied 
directly to dogs or cats. In 
addition, the infested rooms and 


household areas frequented by 
pets should be thoroughly 
cleaned with a vacuum cleaner 
to remove debris in which flea 
larvae may hide or on which 
they might feed. This should 
include carpets, rugs, 
upholstered furniture and 
similar materials. The direc¬ 
tions on the insecticide con¬ 
tainer should be read and pre¬ 
cautions carefully followed. 
Finally, after each use, the 
container should be tightly 
sealed and put well out of sight 
and reach of children.

Both the Toad Hall and 
The Hut have finished their 
seasons and now must sit back 
and hope for losses by the other 
two contenders. Personal com¬ 
ment! ! ! This, of course, would 
be nothing new to Bill Pielock 
of Toad Hall, as he spends most 
of each season hoping that 
other teams lose rather than 
concentrating on winning 
himself. 

REPLY TO RENNIS 

I was indeed expecting 
this column to be written incor¬ 
porating the final results of the 
regular Community Softball 
League Season, thus presenting 
a clear picture to the reader of 
what could be expected for the 
upcoming play-offs. Because of 
the postponement, it becomes a 
delaying action. Therefore, not 
wishing to bombard you, the 
reader, with mundane predic¬ 
tions of what might be, I would 
like to take this opportunity to 
answer a singularly one-sided 
article written in the last issue 
of this newspaper with regard 
to the supposed league problems 
with city umpires. 


The author of this partic¬ 
ular article entitled "The 
Hombre vs. City Umpires" was 
Rennis. His comments were 
replete with half-truths, delib¬ 
erate omissions and strange 
innuendos. First, he makes 
some inane remark about the 
gay press being biased. I cannot 
defend writers appearing in 
other gay newspapers; and, 
furthermore, I'm certain that 
Messrs. Balmain, Brown and 
Switzer are quite capable of 
defending themselves; but, I 
would like to point out to 
Rennis that this is a sports 
column and columns are just 
that — Expressions of Personal 
Views. Any columnist who is 
not biased in expressing his 
views is merely involving him¬ 
self in a tremendous waste of 
time and talent while, at the 
same time, boring the hell out 
of his readers. 

I challenge Rennis to 
point out any instances wherein 
I have made reports on specific 
game action that are biased. I 
have gone out of my way not to 
give undue praise to any of the 
ballplayers either on my team 
or on competitor teams whom I 
consider close friends of mine. 
I have attempted at all times to 
make a clear and factual report 
of what transpired on the field. 

On the other hand, 
personal views and comments 
on the personalities and activi¬ 
ties such as umpire-baiting, un¬ 
fair statements, queer-baiting 
tactics of certain of the players 
and fans have been just that — 
personal comments — and would 
not be valid if they were other¬ 
wise. 

Rennis' article defending 
The Hombre's softball team and 
attacking the umpiring is 
deliberately vague in that it 
fails to clearly make the point 
to the readers that he, himself, 
is the starting pitcher for The 
Hombre team which has been 
involved in the recent umpire 
hassles and which he unbiasedly 
defends. 

Rennis, who was an all- 
star pitcher in the first two 
CSL seasons leading the Sutter's 
Mill Team into the play-offs, 
has since that time vacillated 
between love and hate of the 
CSL depending on his team's 
performance at the time of his 
most current attitude. 

Rennis indicated that he 
and other players are disap¬ 
pointed in that there is no 
longer any fun in the CSL. That 
is simple bull-cock . Anyone 
who was with the Silver Sage 
Team and their fans last Sunday 
after their victory over the 
Pendulum Pirates can attest to 
that. 

Rennis fails in his article 
to make two other points clear 
in the recent umpire disputes. 
First, the player for The 
Hombre who was thrown out of 


the game did not leave the 
vicinity of the field as sug¬ 
gested by Rennis. But, rather, 
he went directly to the back¬ 
stop and continued for many 
minutes to lambast the official 
with obscenities and remarks 
that would or should not be 
allowed in any league in this 
city or state. Rennis' reaction 
is that they were unaware of 
this as their entire team was 
busy changing positions. Just 
how long does it take to replace 
one man, Rennis? 

The second umpiring 
decision which Rennis indicates 
was so unfair to The Hombre 
team is again not presented in 
its entirety. The umpire was at 
the field at 12 o'clock, the 
scheduled starting time of the 
game between The Hombre and 
The Silver Sage, but The 
Hombre's required number of 
players did not show up until 
12:25. Because of this delay, 
the city umpire was absolutely 
right to call the game at 20 
minutes until 2 because first, 
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his contractual agreement to 
umpire any game goes for 
either one hour and a half or 
seven innings, whichever is 
shorter; and, second, city park 
rules prohibit city umpires to 
start any inning within 20 
minutes of the next scheduled 
game. Since there was a 2 
o'clock scheduled game in our 
league, the city umpire had no 
alternative other than to call 
the game at that point. 

In both instances, the 
umpires, and whether they were 
straight or not had no bearing 
on the propriety of their action, 
acted completely within their 
rights and indeed within their 
duty. 

Rennis indicated that he 
is disillusioned with the CSL 
because it is no longer any fun. 
I cannot help but wonder if it 
was any more fun last year 
when he continually griped 
about the performances of his 
defensive team; at one point 
even sitting on the mound with 
his head down in disgust be¬ 
cause his second baseman had 
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made an error. Is that indica¬ 
tive of a player who is only in 
softball for the fun? Also, how 
does Rennis explain his constant 
threat to quit because his team 
did not play well behind him. It 
appears to this writer it was 
only fun to Rennis when he was 
on a strong Sutter's Mill team 
which won fairly handily. 

One last point to be made 
in connection with Rennis' 
diatribe. If, in truth, he felt so 
strongly about the umpire's 
decisions, why did he not simply 
quit rather than continually 
hold over the heads of other 
teams in the league The 
Hombre's threat to drop out of 
the league or not. He knew full 
well that dropping out of the 
league could very well affect 
all three divisional races, and 
rather than act honestly and 
within his own heart, he seemed 
to sadistically enjoy personally 
threatening other teams who 
were in no way involved in his 
team's umpiring problems. 

Further remarks made by 
Rennis commented on the 
unusual number of changes in 
officers during this rather 
turbulent CSL year. What he 
failed to state was that again 
he, himself, was the first 
officer to resign because of his 
inability to work with the then 
Commissioner Ken Angrum. 
While undoubtedly both sides 
had valid points in their dis¬ 
agreement, it would appear that 
something other than resigning 
and then taking pot shots at the 
organization was the thing to 
do. 

In the future, I would sug¬ 
gest to Rennis that if he is 
going to write an article in the 
form of a news story, it should 
be done with veracity and fair¬ 
ness; on the other hand, if he's 
going to write a letter to the 


editor, he should identify it as 
such, giving the readers the 
opportunity to consider the 
source. 

Until next time, 
remember - to enjoy sports, you 
have to be one.

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Dear Mayor Moscone: 

As a resident of the City 
for the past seven years, seeing 
the gay community grow to its 
present large and economically 
important position, I've often 
asked why no attention has even 
been given to the many gay 
tourists which have been com¬ 
ing to San Francisco ever more 
frequently and in larger num¬ 
bers each year. 

Having worked in the 
service field as a tour director 
(New York), Maitre d' in a large 
French restaurant (New 
Orleans), hotel sales represen¬ 
tative (New Orleans), sales 
representative for a transporta¬ 
tion company (S. F.) and, now, 
part time as doorman at a 
Castro Street bar, I am often 
aware of the lack of tourist 
information available to the gay 
visitor to our city. Lists of the 
more than one hundred bars and 
restaurants catering to a gay 
clientele are available only 
through expensive (about $5.00), 
usually out of date "guide 
books" sold in somewhat less 
than respectable book stores. 

Gay activities such as the 
annual Gay Pride Parade (the 
largest, most widely attended 
parade in the City), the Police/- 
All Stars softball game (it 
consistently outdraws the 
Giants), and the Castro Street 
Fair (again, largest attendance 
of any of the City's street fairs) 
are seldom advertised, and in 
many cases completely ignored, 
by the regular press and any 
official publication of the 
Visitors and Convention Bureau. 

It is a shame that 
probably the most colorful and 
economically powerful minority 
in the City is virtually ignored 
by the city which it has chosen 
to enrich with its growing

San Francisco . A harried 
Executive Committee of the 
Alice B. Toklas Democratic 
Club met on the evening of the 
16th of August to consider the 
vote of "non-endorsement" for 
the State Senate race in the 5th 
District here. 

Among those reported 
present were Frank Fitch, Bob 
Cramer, Duke Smith, Jim 
Forster, George Mendenhall, 
Bruce Pettit, Barbara Estaves, 
Joe Cook and Ken Maley. 

By innuendo, and implica¬ 
tion, it was suggested that 
George Moscone, Mayor of San 
Francisco, was so put out that 
he has put pressure on the 
Toklas Club to effect a recon¬ 
sideration of the "non-endorse¬ 
ment" of Supervisor Bob 
Mendelsohn. 

To reinforce his interest 
and the interest of other 
"important" local and state 
politicians, it was inferred that 
Mayor Moscone and Assembly- 
man Willie Brown would be 
willing to come and address the 
Toklas Club and urge the recon¬ 
sideration of endorsement of 
Mendelsohn. 

The effect of the non¬ 
endorsement amounts to a vote 
of confidence in the incumbent 
State Senator Milton Marks, a 
Republic an. 

Marks, obviously enjoying 
the situation, points to his 
record of legislative 

accomplishments for the gay 
community and the citizens of 


the State generally as the 
source of his support. 

Marks has openly commit¬ 
ted himself to attempting to 
get AB3124 amended to include 
all persons, which he indicates 
means gay citizens too, under 
the protection of the Fair 
Employment Practices Act. 

AB3124 is a piece of 
legislation introduced by Julian 
C. Dixon of Los Angeles which 
would change the name of the 
FEPC and empower local com¬ 
munities to enforce state law 
regarding employment 

discrimination. 

That bill has been 
supported by the NAACP which 
does not want it expanded to 
protect gay persons. 

Governor Brown and the 
Democratic leadership have 
gone along with the NAACP in 
excluding gay persons. 

Surprisingly, George Raya 
when he was lobbying supported 
the NAACP position, as did 
some of the "leadership" of the 
Toklas Club, according to the 
California Committee for Equal 
Rights which has been monitor¬ 
ing AB3124. 

The failure of the Demo¬ 
cratic leadership to appreciate 
the needs and aspirations of gay 
citizens in their fight for 
employment protection may 
have been am important factor 
in Toklas membership's refusal 
to buckle under when it came 
time for endorsements. 

When Frederick Furth was 
running for the primary 
endorsement for the 5th 
District Senatorial Seat, he got 
it from the Toklas Club, at a 
time when he was actively 
participating in the fight for 
gay citizens rights to employ¬ 
ment protection. 

Marks also testified amd 
argued before the FEPC on 
behalf of gay employment 
rights during this same period; 
he did it openly and with con¬ 
viction amd believes that his 
actions plus his record gained 
him a deserved advamtage 
among gay voters. 

Marks is quick to call 
attention to the fact that in the 
State Senate it was the com¬ 
bination of himself and George 
Moscone, then Senator, who 
pushed the Willie Brown 
consensuail sex bill, AB 489, 
through the Senate to get it 
passed and signed by the 
Governor. 

On September 13, the 
Executive Committee of the 
Alice B. Toklas Democratic 
Club will ask the membership to 
reconsider its non-endorsement 
vote of August 9 and get behind 
all Democratic candidates, 
according to a participant at 
the recent Executive 

Committee meeting.
